According to the petition, the proposed 
educational tax rate of the new consolidated 
district, iLapprovcd by the stale and the 
voters, would be $1.56 per $100 of assessed 
valuation. The current Grass Lake .rale is 
$1.49, while the Lotus rate is $1.79. Thompson 
said the building tax rale of 25 cents would 
remain the same.

Township accepts bid 
on Lake Catherine plan

Hopefully the Lake Catherine drainage 
project will get started in approximately 30 
days now that the Antioch Township Board 
has accepted a $103,335 bid on its con- 
struction. 

According to Antioch Township Supervisor 
Jim Fields, the board accepted the lowest of 
the eight project bids it* received at its 
regular meeting on June 14. 

A base bid of $98,800 plus an alternate bid 
of $4,535 for culverts was made by J & H 
Assn., Arlington Heights. 

The culvert bid was low enough for the 
board to accept instead of the township doing 
it, so it was accepted and added to the base 
bid. ' \ ■- .. 

Fields said the base bids ranged from 
$98,800 to $176, 531.

Fields has the authority to sign the con- 
tracts which will get the project started as 
soon as J&H submits the proper insurance 
papers and bonds required. 

Fields added that target completion dale is 
"guest imated" at eight weeks after the star- 
ting date. 

The township board also voted to donate

"miitans. This particular germ does its destructive work faster and 
more effectively than any of the other microorganisms in the mouth, 
yet it makes up only 20 percent of the total number. 

Scientists are also looking for a vaccine against caries-causing 
bacteria, one that will be long-lasting and safe tor humans. They are 
exploring the possibilities ot a controlfed-release antiseptic, and 
looking into the tooth-decay relardants is saliva that might be added 
to plaque-causing foods. Identification of specific tooth-damaging 
foods on the market is still another approach being foltowed. 

All of these methods, a combination of them, or something still not 
discovered, will ultimately help to further combat decay.

Q. How is science trying to find ways to combat tooth decay? 

A. Researchers are currenlty working on various methods of pro- 
tecting teeth with oral immunization using benign bacteria to combat 
Iho microorganism most responsible for decay — the streptococcus 
mutans. This particular germ does itsdeslructive work faster and 
more effectively than any of the other microorganisms In the mouth; 
yet it makes up only 20 percent of the total number. 

Scientists are olso looking lor a vaccine against carles-causing 
bacteria, one that will be lang-lastlng and safe lor humans. They are 
exploring the possibilities of a control led-release antiseptic, and 
looking into the tooth-decay retardants is saliva that might be added 
to plaque-causing foods. Identification of specific tooth-damaging 
foods an the market is still another approach being followed. 

All of these methods, a combination of them, or something still not 
discovered, will ultimately help to further combat decay.
